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Selectmen's  Report  to  the  Town 

This  year,  like  the  last  few,  the  town  has  continued  to  gain 
on  its  financial  short-falls.   Through  proper  administration, 
dedicated  volunteers  and  hard-working  municipal  employees  this 
trend  should  continue.   As  you  have  probably  noticed  this  year's 
town  report  has  changed  "giving  us  more  for  less."   Our  fire 
department  is  operating  with  less  staff  and  Christopher  LeClaire 
has  been  appointed  as  Deputy  Chief.   These  are  just  a  few  of  the 
changes  the  town  continues  to  go  through. 

Two  important  issues  the  voters  need  to  act  upon  are  Senate 
Bill  #2  and  a  Code  of  Ethics  Resolution.  R.S.A.  40:13  (SB  2)  in 
brief  allows  for  a  vote  by  ballot  of  the  town's  operating  budget 
after  a  town  meeting.  The  Code  of  Ethics  establishes  parameters 
for  elected,  appointed  and  town  employees.  Both  were  moved 
forward  by  unanimous  vote  of  this  board. 

Another  item  of  interest  is  that  B.F.I,  has  taken  over  from 
Philbrick  as  the  solid  waste  hauler.   I  am  sure  with  time,  our 
Solid  Waste  Committee  will  have  other  programs  through  this 
hauler.   The  recycling  center  continues  to  provide  valuable 
services  both  environmental  and  financially.   All  residents  are 
encouraged  to  participate ,   Beach  parking  may  increase  due  to  the 
state's  increase  in  fees.   Also,  the  state  will  begin  its  town 
wide  reassessment  and  may  take  upwards  of  six  months.   If  any 
resident  has  any  questions  please  feel  free  to  contact  the  Town 
Offices . 

In  closing,  a  committee  under  the  direction  of  Friends  of 
the  North  Hampton  Bandstand  has  begun  the  task  of  building  a 
beautiful  bandstand.   Like  Old  Home  Days  it  is  being  organized  by 
volunteers  and  uses  private  funds . 

To  all  the  individuals  who  make  North  Hampton  a  truly 
pleasant  community  we  extend  a  special  thanks  and  continued 
success .

A  RESOLUTION  RELATIVE  TO  A  CODE  OF  ETHICS 

WHEREAS,  Municipal  employment,  elected  or  appointed,  as  a 
position  of  public  trust,  carries  with  it  a  duty 
to  keep  the  public  welfare  as  its  primary  focus;  and 

WHEREAS,   public  confidence  in  and  respect  for  all  public 

officials,  members,  employees  and  volunteers  is  to 
be  expanded  and  retained  through  (a)  the  fair, impartial 
and  equal  treatment  under  the  law  of  each  citizen;  and 
(b)  the  avoidance  by  officials  of  conflicts  of  personal 
interests  and  the  public  interest,  whether  they  be 
actual  or  (merely)  potential;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Selectmen  acknowleges  that  a  Code  of 
Ethics  for  town  officials,  members,  employees,  and 
volunteers  will  serve  as  a  guide  for  the  appropriate 
conduct  of  all  those  engaged  in  municipal  government, 
any  elected  public  body  or  appointed  personal  of  the 
Town,  shall  honor  the  Public  Trust  allowed  them  when 
he  or  she  was  elected  or  appointed  to  their  respective 
position  by  making  an  honest  effort  to  refrain  from 
making  any  innuendos,  inferences,  derogatory  remarks 
to  any  individual  present  or  absent  at  any  meeting  of  a 
public  body,  or  question  his  or  her  integrity  or  in- 
telligence; and 

NOW,  THEREFORE  be  it  resolved  that  all  town  officials,  members, 
employees,  volunteers,  boards  and  commissions  whether 
paid  for  unpaid,  appointed  or  elected  should  conduct 
themselves  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 
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CODE  OF  ETHICS 
Section  I.   DEFINITIONS; 

1 . 1  Official  or  Employee-  any  person  serving  in  a  public  office 
or  a  public  body  of  the  Town,  whether  paid  or  unpaid, 
appointed  or  elected,  full-time  or  part-time. 

1.2  Public  Body-  office,  department,  commission,  committee, 
agency  or  board  of  the  Town. 

1.3  Interest-   any  privilege,  profit,  gain  or  advantage  one 
stands  to  receive  if  certain  actions  or  events  occur. 

a).   Financial  Interest-  any  interest  which,  either 

directly  or  indirectly,  promotes  or  obtains  a  monetary 
or  material  benefit  due  to  its  exercise  (other  than  the 
authorized  salary  for  public  service  to  the  Town)  to 
the  official  or  employee,  the  immediate  family  of  the 
official  or  employee,  or  to  anyone  retaining  the 
services  of  the  official  or  employee. 

b).  Personal  Interest-  any  interest  created  due  to  blood, 
marriage,  close  business  relationships,  political 
associations,  or  household  residence  (either  relatives 
or  live  in  boyfriends  or  girlfriends)  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  a  financial  interest  is  involved. 

c ) .   Immediate  Family-  immediate  family  encompasses 

spouses,  dependents,  anyone  residing  in  the  person's 
household  and  anyone  who,  by  virtue  of  blood  or 
marriage,  is  such  a  direct  relation  as  to  be  a  parent, 
child,  grandparent,  grandchild,  brother,  sister  or  in- 
law. 

d ) .   Pecuniary  Interest-  any  advantage  in  the  form  of 

money,  property,  commericial  interest  or  anything  else, 
the  primary  significance  of  which  is  economic  gain;  it 
does  not  include  economic  advantage  applicable  to  the 
public  generally,  such  as  tax  reduction  or  increased 
prosperity  generally. 

D.  Disclosure-  the  revelation  of  secretly  known  information 
that  would  either  bias  or  change  the  result  of  a  municipal 
decision  if  not  fully  admitted.  Disclosure  must  be  public 
and  must  be  confirmed  in  writing.   Where  appropriate  and 
where  time  permits,  disclosure  is  to  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  both  orally  and  in,  writing,  before  the  public  body 
with  jurisdiction  meets  on  the  matter. 

E.  Construction-  the  use  of  "he"  or  any  other  pronoun  is  to  be 
considered  a  neutral  term,  not  designating  a  particular 
gender  but  applicable  to  all  persons  in  general.

Section  II.    FAIR  AND  EQUAL  TREATMENT; 

All  municipal  officials,  employees  and  agents  shall  give 
each  and  every  person  fair  and  equal  treatment.   No 
official,  employee  or  agent  shall  give  any  person  special 
consideration,  advantage  or  favor  as  a  result  of  public 
status,  wealth,  position,  religious,  family,  personal  or 
financial  interest. 

Section  III.    CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST: 


3 . 1  Financial  and  Personal  Interest.   No  person  serving  in  a 
public  position  shall  have,  either  for  himself  or  for  an 
immediate  family  member  or  for  any  other  person,  any 
personal,  financial  or  pecuniary  interest  in  any  business, 
contract,  or  other  transaction  with  any  public  body  without 
the  complete  prior  disclosure  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
showing  the  full  extent  and  nature  of  his  interest. 

3.2  Disclosure  and  Disqualification.   No  public  official  shall 
advise,  deliberate  and/or  vote  on  any  matter  in  which  he 
holds  any  interest,  whether  it  be  personal,  financial  or 
pecuniary,  and  must  publicly  disclose  to  the  public  body 
with  jurisdiction  the  nature  and  extent  of  that  interest, 
and  must  disqualify  himself  from  advising,  deliberating 
and/or  voting  on  the  matter. 

3 . 3  Incompatible  Employment.   No  official  or  employee  shall  be 
active  in  private  employment  with,  or  render  services  for, 
any  private  citizen,  immediate  family  member  or  household 
member  having  business  contracts  or  transactions  with  any 
public  body  unless  and  until  he  publicly  and  fully  discloses 
the  nature  and  extent  of  his  interest. 

3 . 4  Representations  of  Private  Persons.   No  person  serving  in  a 
public  position  shall  represent  any  private  citizen  other 
than  himself  or  an  immediate  family  member  before  any  public 
body  of  the  Town  without  disclosure. 

3.5  Gifts  and  Favors.   No  gifts,  whether  they  be  money,  favors, 
things,  loans  or  promises,  are  to  be  accepted  by  any  public 
official,  employee  or  board  member  while  acting  in  his 
capacity  as  a  public  servant  of  the  Town. 

(a)  Exceptions .  Any  discounts  provided  to  a  whole  class 
which  has  been  appropriately  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  three  other  exceptions:   1. 
unsolicited  advertising,  or  promotional  materials  of  a 
nominal  intrinsic  value  such  as  pens  and  calendars; 
2 .   awards  for  meritorious  civic  service 
contributions;   3.   unsolicited  consumable  (excepting 
alcoholic  beverages)  items  that  are  donated  to  an 
entire  work  group  during  holidays,  and  are  consumed 
on  the  premises. 
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(b)   Election  Contributions.   This  section  shall  not  apply 
election  contributions  or  other  gifts  given  to  any 
person  running  for  public  office  in  accordance  with 
applicable  Federal  and  State  Law. 

3.6  Confidential  Information.   No  public  official  or  employee 
shall  disclose  any  confidential  information  regarding  any 
other  official  employee,  board  member,  commission  member, 
person,  property  or  governmental  affairs  of  the  Town  unless 
and  until  prior  approval  by  the  public  body  having 
jurisdiction  or  the  Board  of  Selectmen  permits  disclosures. 

Regardless  of  whether  disclosure  is  involved,  no  official  or 
employee  shall  allow  or  use  any  confidential  information  to 
advance  his  own  personal  gain  or  that  of  any  other  person. 

3.7  Nepotism. 

(a)  Public  Officials  and  Boards.   No  person  serving  in  a 
public  position  shall  appoint  or  vote  for  appointment 
of  any  person  in  his/her  immediate  family  to  any  public 
position.   If  a  proposed  appointee  is  a  member  of  the 
immediate  family  of  any  Board  Member  that  member  shall 
remove  himself /herself  completely  from  the  appointment 
process. 

(b)  Public  Employment  by  Department  Heads .   When  employing 
the  members  of  the  immediate  family,  town  public  policy 
makes  the  appearance  of  fairness  and  conformity  with 
town  policy  mandatory.   Thus,  full  time  employment  of 
immediate  family  members  shall  not  be  approved  if 
another  member  would  have  the  practical  authority  to 
appoint,  evaluate,  supervise  or  discipline  the  other. 
If  a  need  arise  for  part  time  or  seasonal  employment  by 
a  department,  then  any  proposal  to  employ  a  member  of 
the  Department  Head's  immediate  family  shall  be  subject 
to  prior  approval  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.   The  Selectmen  and  Department  Heads  shall 
insure  that  the  interest  of  the  community  and  fairness 
to  all  seeking  employment  are  the  primary 
considerations . 

3.8  Voting .   No  town  board  of  commission  member,  employee  or 
authority  is  permitted  to  vote  on  appointment  of  a  person 
with  or  in  whom  he  has  a  personal  or  financial  interest. 

Section  IV.   CRIMINAL  LIABILITY; 

New  Hampshire  law  provides  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a 
Class  B  felony  if  he  either  offers  or  accepts  a  bribe  while 
acting  as  a  public  servant.   In  addition,  a  public  servant 
may  also  be  guilty  of  a  Class  B  felony  if  he  fails  to  report 
any  bribes  offered  him  while  in  the  course  of  public 
service. 
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CONDUCT  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON  PUBLIC  OFFICIALS 

(a)  Definition  as  used  in  this  policy; 

1 .  Town  public  official  means  an  individual  who  is 
employed  by  North  Hampton  either  part  time  or  full  time 
as  an  appointed,  elected  or  classified  employee. 

2 .  Public  body  means  any  Town  governmental  agency,  board, 
body,  council,  commission  or  department. 

3.  Interest  means  a  direct,  personal  and  pecuniary 
interest,  individually  or  on  a  client's  behalf,  in  a 
matter  which  is  under  consideration  by  the  governmental 
body  of  which  the  public  official  is  a  member. 

4.  Client  means  any  individual  or  entity  with  which  a 
public  official  has  a  professional,  contractual 
relationship. 

(b)  No  Public  Official  shall: 

1.  participate  in  any  hearing,  debate,  discussion  or  vote, 
or  in  any  manner  otherwise  attempt  to  influence  the 
outcome  of  a  matter  in  which  he  or  she  has  an  interest; 

2 .  utilize  information  obtained  in  such  capacity  for  his 
or  her  own  personal  benefit  or  that  of  his  or  her 
clients  or  the  clients  of  the  organization  with  which 
the  public  official  is  associated; 

3 .  appear  on  behalf  of  a  client  before  any  governmental 
body  of  which  the  public  official  is  a  member  or  whose 
members  have  been  appointed  by  the  governmental  body  of 
which  the  public  official  is  a  member; 

4 .  accept  anything  of  value  from  any  person  or 
organization  when  the  public  official  knows  or 
reasonably  should  know  that  the  offer  is  for  the 
purpose  of  influencing  the  public  official's  actions  or 
decisions; 

5.  use  his  or  her  official  position  to  influence  or  to 
attempt  to  influence  any  governmental  body  to  act  in 
favor  of  the  public  official  or  the  public  official's 
clients  or  clients  of  the  organization  with  which  the 
public  official  is  associated. 

(c)  Other  individuals  in  the  organization  with  which  the  public 
official  is  associated  may  not  appear  on  behalf  of  the 
clients  before  the  governmental  body  of  which  the  public 
official  is  a  member,  or  any  governmental  body  whose  members 
have  been  appointed  by  the  body  of  which  the  public  official 
is  a  member,  unless  the  public  official  publicly 
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disqualifies  himself  or  herself  and  refrains  from 
participation  in  the  matter  in  accordance  with  paragraph 
(b:l)  of  this  policy,  and  otherwise  conducts  himself  or 
herself  with  respect  to  the  matter  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  (b). 

Section  V.   IMPLEMENTATION. 

To  facilitate  conduct  in  accordance  with  this  resolution,  a 
copy  of  this  Resolution  shall  be  made  available  to  town 
officials,  employees,  volunteers,  boards,  and  commissions 
upon  hiring,  appointment,  or  election  to  office  and  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  necessary. 

This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Fire  Department  responded  to  531  emergency  requests  in 
1995.   These  calls  include  265  fire/emergency  calls  and  266 
request  for  medical  aid.  Emergency  calls  break  down  as 
follows;

The  266  Medial  Aid  requests  produced  311  patient  contacts, 
of  these  207  people  were  transported  to  local  hospitals 
while  receiving  definitive  pre-hospital  care  at  the  basic, 
intermediate  and  paramedic  skill  level. 

The  Fire  Department  went  through  a  period  of  transition  and 
realignment  in  1995,  the  staffing  level  was  adjusted  to  10 
full-time  members  and  continues  to  be  augmented  by  a  pay- 
per-call  staff  of  16.   Adjustments  to  staffing  and  response 
have  been  made  to  produce  an  effective  more  efficient 
operation  of  the  department. 

In-service  inspections,  maintenance  and  training  continues 
to  be  a  large  portion  of  the  fire  fighters  activities. 
These  activities  include:  21  oil  burner  inspections,  19 
place  of  assembly  inspections,  40  fire  alarm  service  calls, 
189  requests  for  outside  burning  and  numerous  safety  and 
code  inspections  for  new  and  existing  buildings.  Also  the 
Hampton  Falls  Fire  Department  was  dispatched  152  times. 

Continuing  education  and  certification  is  on  going, 
providing  a  highly  skilled  and  educated  force.   This  past 
year  all  personnel  were  certified  by  the  State  at  the 
Hazardous  Material  Operations  Level,  allowing  us  to  work  and 
deal  with  these  situations  with  more  knowledge  and  safety. 

The  Fire  Department  would  like  to  invite  all  residents  to 
stop  in  and  learn  more  about  the  fire  department  and  fire 
prevention.

During  the  year  1994-95  there  were  15  snowstorms  with  an 
approximate  accumulation  of  29  inches  of  snow.   There  were  also 
10  rain  and  freezing  rain  storms. 

Summer  maintenance  consisted  of  the  usual  patching  of  potholes, 
grading  shoulders,  mowing  commons  and  Dearborn  Park,  watering 
trees,  weeding,  trimming  and  grooming  of  roadside,  picking  up 
litter,  chipping  brush  at  the  brush  dump,  turning  and  mixing  up 
compost  piles,  installation  of  metal  guard  rails  and  crack 
sealing.   A  new  drainage  pipe  and  storm  drain  was  installed  on 
River  Road. 

Our  paving  program  consisted  of  leveling  and  overlaying  a  portion 
of  Lover ing  Road,  and  a  shim  overlay  on  Maple  and  Old  Locke 
Roads . 

Time  is  also  spent  at  the  Recycling  Center  baling  newspaper  and 
cardboard,  and  loading  material  on  trucks  for  market. 

Composting  is  working  out  well.   A  lot  of  residents  have  been 
using  the  finished  product  around  their  shrubs  and  in  flower 
beds. 

Recycling  is  doing  fine,  but  we  just  need  ideas  to  encourage  more 
residents  to  recycle.   A  30  yard  container  was  purchased  for  the 
collection  of  slicks  and  magazines  etc.   A  glass  storage  bunker 
has  also  been  added. 

142.09  tons  of  material  was  processed  this  past  year.  With  the 
market  prices  going  up  and  down,  we  made  $10,236.59.   When  the 
revenue  is  added  to  the  $7,556.58  cost  avoidance,  the  total  of 
revenues  and  savings  for  the  year  was  $17,793.71.   The  budget 
amount  appropriated  at  Town  Meeting  was  $16,346.59. 

The  Solid  Waste  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  working 
on  new  ideas  in  hopes  to  increase  recycling.   One  idea  is 
curbside  pickup.   Recycling  is  not  only  important  for  our 
environment,  it  also  saves  on  the  tipping  fees. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Solid  Waste  Committee,  along  with  myself 
would  like  to  thank  all  the  volunteers  that  took  time  out  of 
their  busy  schedule  to  help  out.   A  special  thanks  to  the  eighth 
grade  class  of  North  Hampton  Elementary  School  who  spent  numerous 
hours  with  their  chaperons  working  at  the  center  under  their 
community  service  program.

Under 
new  regulations,  we  approve  or  disapprove  at  the  local  level 
submissions  to  the  New  Hampshire  Wetlands  Board  and  play  a  far 
more  active  role  in  their  proceedings.   This,  combined  with 
certain  of  the  Town  Ordinances  which  call  for  Commission 
participation,  our  members  are  active  in  the  development  of  the 
Town.   Whenever  wetlands  are  involved,  we  encourage  developers  to 
involve  the  Commission  in  their  early  planning  process.

Working  with  local,  State,  Federal,  County  and 
others,  such  as  the  Audubon  Society,  we  are  coordinating  plans  to 
hopefully  stop  the  degradation  by  fresh  water  and  to  enhance  the 
flushing  of  the  system  by  salt  water.   We  need  the  enthusiastic 
endorsement  of  the  Town's  people  in  this  project  and  if  any 
citizen  wishes  to  join  us  in  this  endeavor,  we  would  ask  you  to 
come  to  any  of  our  meetings  which  are  held  regularly  the  second 
Tuesday  of  every  month  at  the  Town  Library.

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RECREATION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  past  year  has  been  highlighted  by  improvements  to  Dearborn 
Park,  a  new  director  for  our  Summer  Recreation  Program  for  kids, 
and  continuing  year  round  programs  for  adults  and  children.   At 
Dearborn  Park,  the  tennis  courts  were  resurfaced  this  past 
summer.   Other  improvements  included  the  addition  of  a  children's 
swingset  area,  installation  of  a  new  public  pay  phone,  and  the 
construction  of  a  community  bulletin  board.   We  would  like  to 
again  thank  Mike  Fritz  and  Joe  Hume  for  their  volunteer  efforts 
on  these  projects. 

Our  children' s  Summer  Recreation  Program  had  another  successful 
year  with  215  children  participating.   Allison  Cohen,  our  new 
summer  recreation  director,  along  with  her  staff  of  eight 
counselors,  organized  the  six  week  program  held  at  the  elementary 
school.   We  hope  to  see  her  back  again  next  summer.   Thank  you  to 
the  North  Hampton  School  Board  for  the  use  of  the  school . 

The  recreation  program  continues  to  offer  several  popular 
children  and  adult  activities.   In  addition  to  nightly  adult 
recreation  activities  in  the  school  gym  during  the  winter  months, 
adult  and  adolescent  computer  classes  are  well  attended.   Fitness 
classes,  tennis  and  golf  lessons,  and  babysitting  classes  are 
also  offered  at  various  times  of  the  year.   Scheduled  events  are 
advertised  through  school  newsletters  and  the  local  paper.   Tippy 
Duffy,  our  part-time  program  director,  has  left  as  of  the  past 
calendar  year.   As  of  this  writing,  the  Recreation  Commission  is 
in  the  process  of  hiring  a  new  part-time  program  director. 

The  Recreation  Commission  meets  monthly  in  the  town  library.   The 
proposed  agenda  is  posted  at  the  town  offices  and  the  library 
prior  to  meetings.   Residents  are  always  welcome,  as  are  your 
comments  and  suggestions,  in  order  to  make  your  town's  recreation 
program  more  enjoyable.   Our  thanks  to  the  library  for  continued 
use  of  its  meeting  room.

Our  responsibility  is  to  express 
an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our 
audit . 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.   Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.   An  audit  includes 
examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.   An  audit  also 
includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant 
estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general 
purpose  financial  statement  presentation.   We  believe  that  our  audit 
provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion.

As  described  more  fully  in  Note  1  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements,  the  Town  does  not  accrue  the  current  portion  of  accumulated 
sick  pay  in  the  General  Fund  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.   The  long-term  portion  is  also  not  reported  in  the 
General -Long  Term  Debt  Account  Group.   The  effect  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  of  this  departure  from  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  cannot  be  determined. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the 
omission  described  in  the  third  paragraph  and  except  for  the  effects  of 
the  matters  discussed  in  the  fourth  paragraph,  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph  present  fairly,  in 
all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  North 
Hampton,  New  Hampshire  as  of  June  30,  1995  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  proprietary  and  similar  trust  fund 
types  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  NORTH  HAMPTON 

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

MARCH  11,  1995 

A  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of  North  Hampton,  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  upon  District  Affairs  was  held 
March  11,  1995,  at  the  North  Hampton  Elementary  School. 

At  8:40!£raon  the  1 1th  day  of  March,  1995,  the  annual  North  Hampton  School  District 
Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Pro  Tern  William  Boesch.  Mr.  Boesch  introduced 
Jane  Mackin,  Chairperson  of  the  School  Board.  She  then  introduced  the  other  members  of  the 
school  board  Cynthia  Harvell,  William  Hickey,  School  Principal  Barbara  Sinskie,  Superintendent 
of  Schools  James  H  Weiss,  Assistant  Superintendents  Fred  Englebach  and  Leon  Worthley  and 
School  District  Attorney  Peter  Sarni. 

Mr.  Boesch  discussed  protocol  for  the  meeting,  how  voters  would  be  recognized,  and 
how  questions  should  be  raised.  Mr.  Boesch  stated  goals  for  the  meeting:  Any  voter  would  be 
allowed  to  speak,  everyone  should  have  a  fair  say,  but  also  the  meeting  should  be  efficient. 

Mr.  Boesch  began  the  reading  of  the  warrant: 

ARTICLE  1. 

To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,100,000 
(Five  Million  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars)  for  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  existing 
school  building,  for  renovations  to  the  existing  building,  for  equipment  and  furnishings,  for  site 
development,  for  architectural  and  other  service  fees,  and  for  any  other  items  incidental  to  or 
necessary  for  the  construction/renovations;  Up  to  $5,100,000  (Five  Million  One  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars)  of  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  under  and  in 
compliance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  33: 1  et  seq..  as  amended;  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  apply  for,  obtain  and  accept  federal,  state  or  other  aid,  if  any,  which  may  be 
available  for  said  project  and  to  comply  with  all  laws  applicable  to  said  project;  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  issue,  negotiate,  sell  and  deliver  said  bonds  and  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of 
interest  thereon  and  the  maturity  and  other  terms  thereof;  and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
take  any  other  action  or  to  pass  any  other  vote  relative  thereto.  The  school  board  and  the  budget 
committee  recommend  this  appropriation.  (2/3  ballot  vote  required.) 

William  Hickey  moved  that  Article  1  be  accepted  as  read,the  motion  seconded. 

Mr.  Hickey  spoke  to  the  Article  and  discussion  followed. 

Moderator  Boesch  called  Article  1  to  vote,  noting  that  the  polls  would  be  open  for  one  hour,  as 
required  by  statute.

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Superintendent ' s  Annual  Report 

The  1995-96  school  year  has  been  an  exciting  and  rewarding 
one,  and  it  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  offer  this  Superintendent's 
Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of  North  Hampton.   North  Hampton 
continues  to  grow  and  become  an  even  more  outstanding  educational 
institution  under  the  capable  leadership  of  its  three-member 
School  Board  and  Principal  Barbara  Tague.   The  District  has  been 
working  diligently  to  resolve  its  building  and  space  issues  while 
continuing  to  move  ahead  educationally. 

The  North  Hampton  Elementary  school  staff  has  continued  its 
restructuring  activities  this  year  as  it  enters  Phase  IV  of  its 
multi-year  staff  development  program.   This  year  the  focus  is  on 
integrating  the  curriculum  across  subject  areas.   The  staff  has 
also  devoted  much  of  its  efforts  to  seeking  new  ways  to  assess 
students  and  the  program.   On  the  New  Hampshire  Assessment  Tests 
released  this  November,  North  Hampton's  third  graders  did 
extremely  well  as  a  result  of  the  staff ' s  multi-year 
restructuring  efforts. 

The  North  Hampton  facility  has  once  again  received  much 
attention  and  interest  throughout  the  community.   Much  of  the 
Spring  and  Summer  were  consumed  by  discussions  over  the  re- 
roofing  project  which  was  voted  at  the  March  1995  Annual  Meeting. 
The  School  Board  again  began  to  develop  plans  for  a  renovation 
and  additions  project.   Working  with  a  community  task  force,  the 
Board  identified  Team  Design,  Inc.  and  North  Branch  Construction, 
Inc.  as  appropriate  partners  in  this  year's  attempt  at  a  building 
project.   While  the  building  clearly  needs  work,  the  voters  of 
the  School  District  will  once  again  have  an  opportunity  to  decide 
if  the  renovation/addition  project  will  go  forward  or  if  only 
minor  repairs  will  be  made. 

SAU-wide  the  staff  devoted  much  time  and  effort  to  the  final 
year  of  mathematics  training.   This  year's  effort  mirrored  that 
of  North  Hampton  and  focused  upon  assessment.   Subject  Area 
Committees  in  numerous  content  areas  worked  throughout  the  year 
to  coordinate  our  curriculum  efforts,  while  the  Language  Arts 
Committee  worked  carefully  at  completing  its  document. 

The  SAU  Office  also  coordinated  the  bidding  of  what  became  a 
controversial  bus  contract  for  the  next  five  years.   It  further 
devoted  time  to  reorganizing  its  personnel  function  and  beginning 
the  transition  to  a  new  Assistant  Superintendent  as  Leon  Worthley 
announced  his  retirement  effective  in  June  1996. 

North  Hampton  Elementary  School  has  reached  a  pivotal  point 
in  its  history.   I  trust  this  report  will  help  the  citizens  of 
North  Hampton  make  the  correct  choice  for  the  students  of  the 
community.

PHASE  IV-EXPANDING   CURRICULUM   INTEGRATION  AND 
FORGING  AHEAD  TO  ASSESSMENT  is  the  title  of  our  fourth  year  of  restructuring 
at  North  Hampton  School.  To  date,  we  are  right  on  target  with  our  time  line  and 
continue  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  our  students,  parents,  staff  and  community  to 
implement  this  plan.  Please  remember  this  plan  is  available  to  the  public  at  any  time 
just  by  stopping  by  the  school  office  for  a  copy.  Also,  every  parent  receives  a  copy 
during  the  beginning  of  school  so  if  they  have  any  questions  or  want  to  be  involved 
they  certainly  are  welcome. 

Just  what  does  Phase  IV  mean?  What  does  it  equate  to  for  our  children?  And 
how  do  we  know  that  what  we  are  doing  is  working?  These  are  all  very  valid 
questions  that  deserve  clarification. 

WHAT  DOES  PHASE  IV  MEAN?  Simply  stated  we  (the  educators)  are 
connecting  meaning  for  your  children  by  planning  daily  curriculum  together,  so 
information  is  no  longer  taught  in  isolation.  In  other  words,  when  we  can  find  a 
connection  in  math  and  science  we  are  doing  so,  because  research  clearly  states 
when  connections  are  made  for  children  they  see  the  meaning  more  clearly,  relate 
better  and  retain  it  for  future  use.  We  also  know  that  assessing  or  measuring  what 
children  know,  no  longer  can  be  done  in  isolation.  It  must  be  measured  in  a 
connected  manner.  For  example,  having  a  child  build  a  model  to  measure  what  they 
have  learned  in  science  and  math  is  much  more  relevant  and  meaningful  to  them  than 
asking  a  multiple  choice  question.  Assessing  children  must  be  done  in  many  different 
ways,  not  just  through  traditional  testing  as  we  knew  it. 

HOW  DOES  THIS  EQUATE  FOR  THE  CHILDREN  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON?  We 
know  that  knowledge  doubles  every  eighteen  months.  So,  clearly,  we  no  longer  can 
teach  just  facts.  What  we  must  do  and  are  doing  at  North  Hampton  is  to  teach  our 
students  to  understand  how  to  solve  a  problem,  make  a  decision,  work  in  a  group,  be 
critical  thinkers,  demonstrate  leadership  and  community  commitment.  In  doing  so,  we 
still  teach  basic  skills.  Children  now  must  discover  what  facts  to  use  and  where  to  find 
them.    Without  these  skills,  getting  ready  for  the  twenty  first  century  would  be  difficult. 

HOW  DO  WE  KNOW  THAT  WHAT  WE  ARE  DOING  IS  WORKING  FOR  NORTH 
HAMPTON?  We  know  very  clearly  that  teaching  in  the  same  manner  as  we  did  for  us 
would  not  prepare  our  children  for  the  21st  century.  We  know  what  needs  to  be 
accomplished  and  have  begun  training  the  children  of  North  Hampton  for  this. 
Positive  results  can  be  seen  on  both  the  New  Hampshire  Assessment  Tests  for  the 
past  two  years  and  the  results  we  continue  to  see  on  the  Iowa  Tests  of  Achievement 

The  words  quality  standards  are  a  part  of  everything  we  do  at  North 
Hampton  School.  We  walk,  talk  and  breathe  quality  standards  as  a  goal.     But,  without 
student,  staff,  parent  and  community  support  these  standards  would  be  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  achieve.    "Thank  you,  North  Hampton!"  for  helping  us  meet  our  goal.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  North  Hampton  School 
District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1995,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  School  District's  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.
